Guard as Navik (GD) on 30 Dec 88. 

2. On 18 Feb 98 CGS Lakshmi Bai while patrolling in 
the assigned area during operation 'ORION' sighted a 
trawler at about 18 CS hrs engaged in fishing at a distance of 
07 NM from the nearest land oil Landfall Island in North 
Andaman. On sighting the ship, the trawler retreived her 
net and started moving with full speed towards IBL. She did 
not pay any heed to ships's VHF and loud bailer call. The 
ship fired warning shots by 40 60 and LMG which also 
did not deter her and she continued to move at the same 
course and speed to evade apprehension. Meanwhile some 
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of the crew jumped overboard and suddenly the trawler 
started dieting clockwise m one place maintained a radium 
of about 50 mitrs with the same speed. The trawler did not 
have any light except one tube light. All other light were 
either switched off or disconnected deliberately by the fleeing 
crew.’ The ship had no alternative but to board the moving 
trawler, 

3. MV Ramesh, U/Nvk disregarding his personal safety 
Volunteered to board the moving trawler and jumped on 
board. He clung to the bridgetop of the trawler to escape 
falling overboard. Thereafter he immediately rushed to 
khe engine room which was alrlelady flooded. By his quick 
action, presence of mind and high degree of professional 
approach he found out the pumping out arrangement and 
pumped out the water and aiso stopped furtuer water ingress. 
Meantime ihe sea water cooling line of the Diesel Alter¬ 
nator also burst and got over heated. He had to shut 
down the Diesel Altemater to rectify the defect and to cool 
down the DA. He removed a section of the plastic hose 
from the fresh water line connecting the fresh water tank 
to the engine room, and repaired the burst line using emer¬ 
gency damage control methods and restored the power 
supply. 

4. During this incident the MV Ramesh, U/Nvk (R) 
(01786-P) displayed extraordinary courage and high degree 
of determination.

Acdng 
as usual on a positive note, four water tenders from fire 
service headquarters and two water tenders from fire ser¬ 
vice Gawkadal were despatched at the scenes of fire occur¬ 
rence, under au overall supervision of Shri B. A. Abasi,
